Preliminary Budget Shows 
City Tax Rote Reduction 


In my 35 y'ears of experience, this is one of the first 
times in history that we have had the knowledge of a 
Preliminary Budget for any city or county to be presented 
to tlie Legislative Body vvitli 
an actual Tax Rate Reduc 
tian, plus tlie fact that there 
has lieein veiy little increase 
in Assessed Valuations. 

City Administrator David 
Lund has certainly been 
doing his home work; has 
recxjivcNj the message from 
the taxpayers, and' has com¬ 
plied'. He presented the pre¬ 
liminary budget to the Cit.y 
Ccuincil at it.s regular mtH't- 
ing of Tuesday, Jaine 10. He 
has definitely maintained 
all levels of public seivicx'.s 
to which the citizens of Sier¬ 
ra Madre are accustomed, 
and gave the city a redue 
tion in Tax Rate of 0.00812 
cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

In prciontation of tlie pm- 
liminary budget. Adminis¬ 
trator Lund stated; "Tlie 
Consumer Price Index lias 
increased approximately 12 
pc'r cent during the past 
year, wliile assessed property 
values are estimated to have 
increased by one one per 
ceint. Tlie City Cmincil dur¬ 
ing this same period of time 
lias endeav'ored to roduee 
operating expenditures with¬ 
out sacrificing levels of serv¬ 
ice. It is through the Coun¬ 
cil’s leadership and cost c;on- 
trol cffort.s th-at the propo.sed 
budget for 197,5-76 will NOT 
impose a.n additional tax 
burden on (ho citizens of 
Sierra Madre. 

The budget will now go 
to the Cauncil who will 
meet with the various de¬ 
partment admini.str a t i o ii 
staffs, where further cuts 
will be taken, and various 
additions given. A balanced 
budget is expected with a 
possibility of a lowering on 
the Final Budget from the 
Preliminary. 

The overall budget leflect.s 
tliat during the 1975-76 per¬ 
iod, tlie Administrator ha.s 
estimated that it will take 
$107,554 more money to oper¬ 
ate the City, his estimates 
being for the past yea.’- an 
expenditure of $1,719,320 to 


1975-76 year of $1,826,874. Ho 
has estimated that there will 
lie a decrease in General 
Unrestricted Revenues in the 
amorunt of $23,716, with re- 
trictod revenues increasing 
$187,972. In the area of ex- 
liendit'urcs he has estimated 
that personnel salaries will 
■be decreased by $85,946, but 
maintenance and operations 
will sliow an increase of 

$99,420 and capital outlay 
will sliow an increase of 

$94,080. Taking ail of this 
into consideration the City 
of S'erra Madre, for its first 
time in liistory, has readied 

the plateau 'if being a. $2- 

millioin operatio:ii. as accord¬ 
ing to the preliminary bud¬ 
get, all revenues in all funds 
show an e.stlmated expendi¬ 
ture for tile year of $2,027,- 
1.34. 

In actually giving Sieri'a 
Madreans a preliminary lo- 
d'uction in the tax rate, the 
increase in assessed valua¬ 
tions aie estimated to have 
increased only $,375,430, from 
last yea,r’s actual of $28,2.54,- 
570 to an estimate of $28,- 
629,000 CoTigratulations go 
cut to Ad'ministrator Lund 
as we look forward to the 
City Council’s participatior 
in presentation of the final 
budget.

Supervisor Pete Schabarum 
Urges Closing Loopholes 


Several million California 
blcycli.sts are operating il¬ 
legally and probably don’t 
even know it, the California 
Highway Patrol said this 
week. 

Commissioner Glon Craig 
pointed out that ignorance 
of tihe law which changed 
reflector requirements has 
resulted in widespread viola¬ 
tions. ‘‘Field office reports 
show that youngsters in par¬ 
ticular don’t know about the 
law.” 

Bikes ridd'on on public 
roadways must bo eqtiipped 
with CHP-approved reflec¬ 
tors: a white reflector on the 
front, a red reflector on the 
rear, a white or yellow re¬ 
lector on each .«ide forward 
of center, and a white or red 
refleoetor cm each side to 
the rear of center. CHP-ap- 
proved' reflectorized tires 
may be siibstituted for side 
reflectr-rs. If the bicycle is 
ridden at night, it must also 
be eqaiipped with a white 
light on the front. 

Tlie ,new reflector provi¬ 
sions were added to Califor¬ 
nia la.w because of the in¬ 
creasing use of bicycles.

The United Organization of Taxpayers, Inc., achieved 

on of its biggest victories in the recent Los Angeles ('lec¬ 
tion. All but one of the tax raising measures the UO op¬ 
posed were defeated. Propositions A, H, C and F, the 
major tax raising measures were defe.ited by largo 
margins. 

The UO wrote the opjrosition arguments on six bal¬ 
lot measures, five of which were defeated. President Ed¬ 
ward J. Boyd secured good coverage in the Los Angeles 
Times, while vice presidetit James Christo and State 
Chainnan Howard Jarvis made over 10 television and radio 
appearances against the def('at('d propositions. 

The UO opposed the tax raising measures on the 
ground that these propositions would have cost pro{x>rty 
taxpayres over 3000 million dollars. The UO opiKJsed and 
defeattxl the Rapid Transit proposition last election be¬ 
cause it would have cost tin* taxi)ay('rs 10,000 million 
dollars. 

It is interesting to note' that the really big tax raise 
nu'asures were strongly sui)iM)it('d by the Los Angeles 
Times, and rarely, if ever, dex's the Times oppose any 
tax raising measures. 

Radio station KABC performc'd an outstanding public 
service by running a poll to s('<‘ how many voters under¬ 
stood the proixjsitions on the ballot. A large majority of 
those polled statc'd th('y did not. KABC also recommended 
that no one should vote for any pro{)osition they did not 
understand. This is a very gexx! policy for voters to fol¬ 
low. It would 1 h‘ gcKxi if the rc'st of the media would 
follow radio KABC’s lead. 

It was unfortun;>te for taxpayers that Dolly Swift, 
running for the Los Angeli's .School Hoard and Marian 
I.,:i Follette, running for Community College Trustee were 
defeatcxl as both of these wonn'ii were well qualified and 
could have helix'd ('duration as well as the taxpayers. 

Mayor Tom Briidh'y’s political star which some thought 
wcjuld orbit him into national [xilitical office has lost a 
lot of its glitter. Mayor Tom h;(s been handt'd five major 
|X)litical defeats in a row, (li He lost his Rapid Transit 
fight, (2» his candidate Washington for the State Senate 
lost to .Senator Bill On'en, (3i his candidate Fran Savitch 
lost the City Council seat to Z«'v Yaroslovsky, i D he lost 
his battl(' to flouridate city water, and (.5i he lost his 
fight to pass school proix)siti()ns A, B and C. 

The mayor is now out in front advocating gun control 
to deny American citizx'ns a basic constitutional right to 
bt'ar arms. He will lose this one as well.

Young son came ru-shing 
into tlu- hoiKSe holding a rat 
by tlu' tail.

And right 
hcpe is where I feel that 
some of our tax rates should 
he “eallod home.” 


As {I boy it was so easy to justify a fight. 
Publicly you gloated over your opponent’s 
bloody nose (and privately you wished that 
his had been the black eye with its more- 
lasting embarrassment). But, somehow, the 
victory alone excused the battle. 

As an adult how do you ■view the matter? 
Would the possibility of bloody victory be 
sufficient justification for attempting to beat 
the tar out of some irritating neighbor? You 
might be arrested for disturbing the peace 
. . . assault and battery! 

But that is not the real reason we control 
brutal impulses. The real reason lies deep in 
our Christian heritage:

Dear L. D., 

Unfortunately, the answ'er 
to yotur quo.‘<tion is no! In 
fact, tlie gap between wh;it 
men and' w'omen cam is 
actually growing wider, not 
narrower. 

Nationally, on the average, 
a woman worker earns 58 
cents for every dollar earned 
by a male W'orker. This is 
a d.ecrcaso from the na¬ 
tional average of a few 
years ago of 64 ednts for 
every dollar. 

In California, the figures 
are even more discouraging. 
Women earn only 49 cents 
lor every' dollar earnd by a 
male worker. 

The.se figures reflect not 
only t.lie ahu.se of the prin¬ 
ciple of equal pay for equal 
work. 'I'hey also reprosent a 
concentration of women in 
Imv'-paying joh.s. But even 
within the same occupation, 
women earn less than men. 

Obviously, the Equal Pay 
Act is not being adhered' to 
or enforced

Q; What arc my rights 
under the Equal Pay Act? 

The Federal Equal Pay 
Act w'as enacted in 1963 a.s 
an amendment to the Fair 
Labor Standard's Act (FL- 
SA). It prohibits discrimina¬ 
tion oin the basis of .sex in 
the payment of wages fer 
sub.stn.ntia,lly equal work. 

Jobs that require equal 
.skills and responsibility' and 
that ai'c performed' in tlu 
same company under similar 
working (conditions are cov¬ 
ered under the Equal Pay 
Act. Its provisions apply to 


all wages and earnings as 
well as company benefits 
like insurance, iretirement, 
and vacations. 

The prote.''tio.n offered by 
the Equal Pay Act extends 
to most employee classifica¬ 
tions including executive, 
administrative, and profes- 
.si':inal l.'W'ols in addition ro 
non.s'iporvi.sory and hourly 
wage earners. However, a 
few employees of small re¬ 
tail .stores and servict; estab¬ 
lishments are still unpro¬ 
tected. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor r'^poits that it is il¬ 
legal for an employer to 
h‘>wer someone’s wage rate 
in order to equalize rates be¬ 
tween .sexes. The law', how¬ 
ever, docs not prohibit wage 
differentials on a ju.slifiable 
seniority system or a system 
which pays for the quantity 
of work produced. 

If yen have a complaint 
based on the Equal Pay' Act, 
contact the Wage and' Hour 
Division of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor which has of¬ 
fices in the major cities of 
Ca.lifornia. Or, you may Con¬ 
tact the Commission for the 
office location nearest you.
